SOVIET POWER GAME 
"The veto l?! n powcrmi political tool. 
There arc no .nicli simpletons here as would 
let It drop. Perlinp5 we ii^e It more, but 
thnt 1.1 bccnir.e we nro In the minority nni! 
the veto bftlnnco.i power." 

Tho.-^e frank words wrre .ipokcn by Rn^Kla's 
Andrei Vl.shlnsky licfnrc the political commit- 
tee or the U. N. Roneral a-Tsembly. They are 
not cncouriiKlnB. Yet they constitute. In a 
■way, one of the more admirable stntcment.i 
yet made In the PnTl.-! .le.'i.ilons. They arc 
undoubtedly hone.it. They are not Iced over 
with diplomatic niceties. 

With them Mr. Vl.shlnaky tlld much to wipe 
away the Russian pose of dc.ilrlnR peace and 
working Tor the good of "the people." He 
admitted that Ru.-s.-ila Is playing a power Rnme 
and u.ilng the veto Ju.^t m It wa.i meant to 
be u.ied. 

Certainly the Soviet Rovcrnment I.s the 
worst and most frequent offender In pervert- 
InK the In.'itrument of the U. N. to the uses of 
power politics. At the same time It Is hard 
to challenge hl.i as-iertlon that "there are no 
such simpletons here" a.s would let the veto 
drop. If the rest of the Big Five had not 
wanted the veto In the flr.-it place, they .surely 
would have challenged Its Inchi.slon when 
the U. N. charter was being framed In San 
Francisco. 

The charter was written and agreed to 
by men who for the most part sincerely want- 
ed an International organization that would 
really Insure peace. But they were reared 
and schooled In the world of power politics, 
a world In which not only national security 
but national advantage and prestige arc 
paramount. They could see how others 
might abuse the veto power — as It has been 
abused — but they were afraid to be without It 
for their own protection. 

Tht.i does not fit In with the Idealistic con- 
cept of the United Nations. And the concept 
had to be Idcaltatlc. The old pattern of 
thought needed to be replaced. 

Mr. Vl.ihln.sky being an old-.-jchool ond 
particularly hardheaded diplomatist, thinks 
of those who would replace the old thought 
pattern a-s "simpletons." They are the ones 
who would conceive of the U.N. m represent- 
ing a true body of world thought and action, 
rather than a focol point of balancc-of-powcr 
maneuvering. They would accept majority 
decisions. In absence of complete agreement, 
for settling InternatlOfial differences and 
avoiding war. 

We believe that the "simpletons" would be 
a lot more representative of people than of 
governments. For we also believe that it all 
the ordinary citizens of the world could cast 
their vote.^. the result would bo heavily 
against government Impascd by force and 
maintained by terror, agnlnst guns and In fa- 
vor of butter, against the military use of 
atomic power — and above all. agaln.-it war. 

Suspicion, 'armament, and the continued 
threat of atomic weapons are all nece-L-iary 
today, but the people who light and die In 
wars don't like them. Tliey are all necessary 
In the main because Russia Is playing a power 
game toward the deadly end of world con- 
quest. They arc also necessary, to a Ic-t-scr ex- 
tent, because the U.N,, which was to Insure 
peace. Is scl up In such a way that the .same 
old game can be played within the framework 
of the new organization.

After breaVrlng Into two strikebound plants 
of fLshlni: tackle mnn\ifacturlnB companies, 
the strikers smashed equipment, Injured 
several workmen and overturned a dozen 
automobiles. The AP photograph showed 
the.se autos lying on their sides. 

It's lawlessnrs.-? and violence such as this 
that reflect against our free countrj-— against 
our rlght.^ and the protections to which we 
feel we are entitled as American citizens. 

In other words. It amounts to organized 
labor resorting to the extreme of taking the 
law Into Its own hands, forcing Its will upon 
whomsoever It chooses, and using terrorist 
tactics If ncccssarj- to demonstrate ILs In- 
vincibility. 

In effect, it amounts to an outright viola- 
tion of the" 'personal rights of those with 
whom they are at odds, without regard for 
law and order, the courts, or even the United 
States government. 

Things like the Kalamazoo Incident should- 
n't happen In this country, but they do 
nevertheless. And the average Individual 
munt realize that such brazen defiance makes 
his citizenship Just a little less secure. He 
can picture himself els being the victim of 
Euch destructive hoodlumlsm without re- 
course, and wondering how he would feel 
under the circumstances. 

When It goes to such lengths to attain Its 
ends, organized labor is doing this country 
no good.
